years. It will be found that all of these may safely be planted in the summer 
and early fall. 

Succession sowings should be made of most vegetables throughout the 
Summer and early Fall to suppiy the table, but when vegetables are wanted 
for canning purposes or for storing it is better to sow seed late in the summer. 
Then, as the crops mature late, they keep longer. 

Vegetables maturing in the late Fall are hardier and therefore better for 
storing in winter. Below we print a list of vegetable seeds suitable for 
sowing in June, July, August and September in the latitude of New York.

Grease around 
inner edge of kettle to prevent boiling over. Soak three dried Chili peppers, pouring off 
water twice. Mash peppers well with a pint of canned tomatoes. Cut up an onion and fry 
slizhtly, adding it to the Chili and tomatoes. Pour the beans when done into a shallow 
mixing pan. Cut the pork in small pieces, distribute it evenly over the top of the beans. 
Pour tomatoes and onions over all. Scrape off inner lining of peppers, throwing the 
pods aside. This makes a fine dish, and may be heated over and eaten as long as it lasts.

Lay over the bed a piece of thin cotton cloth, and

Annuals offer a large field for selection, embracing plants of all kinds, from 
the modest Sweet Alvssum to the gorgeous Salvia, the majestic Ricinus, and 
dainty Cosmos. They are found in every conceivable shade of color, and are 
adaptable for growing as single specimens, or planting for large efiect in clumps 
or masses, while others are well suited for making borders. 

_ While there is no class of plants that will survive better under rigorous con- 
ditions, yet in order to achieve the best results they should be planted where 
they can obtain ample sunlight, and may be easliy watered. 

It is almost needless to urge the importance of careful weeding, as weeds 
usually grow more rapidly than the seedlings. If the rows are carefully 
marked when sown it will be easy to distinguish the weeds. 

A continuity of bloom may be secured by occasional sowings of many 
sorts, such_as Eschscholtzia, Sweet Alyssum, Phlox, Zinnia, etc. In the 
latitude of New York these sowings may be made as late as June 15th. 


_ The great value of annuals is greatly enhanced by the fact that an effectual 
display may be secured for a very modest outlay. 


PERENNIAL FLOWER SEEDS. The great charm of Perennials lies in their 
permanence. Once established they are a constant source of pleasure, and 
among the most interesting plants in our gardens, presenting a variety of form 
and color so great as to fit them for almost every conceivable purpose in the 
garden. ; 2 

Many plants of this class, notably Antirrhinums, have been so greatly 
improved by hybridization during recent years that they may now be had 
in varying height, and in almost every shade of color. : 

A very large porportion of the Perennial plants that may be grown from 
seed have great value as cut flowers, because of their great substance, which - 
enables them to stand up well long after cutting. ’ 

Notwithstanding their individual charm, they are most effective when 
planted in a mixed border, where by arranging them according to height, 
color and season of flowering, an attractive display may be had from the 
earliest days of spring, all through the summer, and even after the first 
frosts herald the approach of winter. And so, week by week, such a border will 
present new charms and revive old ones, the beauty of it growing with ever- 
increasing interest. : 

Perennials are generally raised from seed grown from early spring to about 
Auscust Ist, in the latitude of New Yor F 

Treated thus, they make strong plants, which may be planted in a per- 
manent situation early enough in the fall to enable them to winter safely. 

' In some instances plants will flower the first year from seed if sown quite 
early, but nearly all require a year to reach their full development.

Pinching out the tops— 
although it delays the beginning of flowering—forces 
the plants to branch low and ultimately gives better 
results.

This new race of Pansies promises to be an important introduction on 
account of the extreme hardiness of the plants and in consequence their 
earliness in flowering. With slight protection, such as meadow hay, leaves 
or similar material, full-grown plants winter over in the open ground—even 
in very cold latitude—and commence flowering in early spring’ with the 
Snowdrops and Crocus, or from four to six weeks earlier than other Pansies. 
In fact, we gathered flowers several times during the past winter by lifting 
the snow-covered hay. Spring-sown seed will produce plants which will 
commence flowering much sooner than other Pansies, the deep fibrous-rooted 
plants—being less susceptible to hot weather—continue to bloom in increasing 
profusion well into late summer with but little if any diminution in size 
of flowers.

The Ball Celery Bleaching Tubes are made of heavy paper, waterproofed and 
with care may be used over and over again for several years.

Place 12 or 15 tubes over as many plants, 
and in a week or 10 days later tube another lot cf plants, then as the tubes are 
removed from the first lot they are placed over other celery plants. The celery 
should be nearly full grown before putting on our bleaching tubes. At this time, 
with plenty of moisture, heart growth is very rapid,-and celery will often be in 
prime condition in from 8 to 14 days. 

For the late or winter crops these bleachers can be put on just before banking 
with soil; they will prevent dirt from entering the heart of the plant. The result, 
sanitary cleanliness, more than repays the cost, especially for private use.

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The magnificent grandeur of the Patrick O’Mara Dahlia excels any variety yet introduced. It has 
gained wherever known, the admiration of Dahlia fanciers. At the exhibition of the American Dahlia 
Society held at Hotel Pennsylvania, New York, in 1920 it won first prize for the best new variety. 

_ The flowers are of the Decorative type, over seven inches across. The broad petals are beautifully 
twisted and curled. The color is a revelation. Like the glowing splendor of the setting sun, the color of 
the Patrick O’Mara Dahlia runs through the entire gamut of shades of gold; from soft canary or silvery 
gold to the tawny shades of golden bronze. A soft salmony pink underlies the golden shades and the 
whole is overlaid with a beautiful metallic sheen. The stems which are long and strong hold the blooms 
stiffly erect. It shows no tendency of having a weak neck. As a cut flower it has wonderful lasting qualities. 


In naming this Dahlia the introducer has truly paid a noble tribute to the memory of Patrick O’Mara 
who was associated with our house for half a century, and who for many years was a foremost figure in 
the horticultural world.
